The “Sunday. Herald” 
publishes a letter'today from 
a serviceman who is not im- 
pressed by our! recent edi- 
torint on the’ subject” of 
troops’ welfare. His com- 
ments may .or may not be 
typical, but we are glad to 
note his independent stand 
and unwillingness to accept 
anything savouring of char- 
ity. In fairness to ourselves 
we must firmly rebut his 
suggestion that such articles 
and comment are “a stunt 
to tickle the jaded palates 
of Hong Kong readers as a 
change from civil war news.” 
Our intention at least is 
good, even if the results we 
achieve in this context are 
not impressive. 

The correspondent claims 
that the man in uniform here 
does not want to mix with 
society, he accepts the ab- 
sence of home life, and 
doubts whether there can in 
fact be any real home life in 
such an overcrowded city. 
He is quite prepared, in fact, 
to run his own affairs, and 
appreciates .- the excellent 
facilities for sports available 
in the Colony. Although 
the risk of infection mav be 
high, he ‘defends, the Chin- 
ese strect girls and protests 
against any police interfer- 
ence with them. 

Having got that off his 
chest, the writer adds that 
there is one thing, however, 
which the local government 
might do for men in uniform, 
and that is to provide them 
with a leave centre. Point- 
ing out that troops are now 
granted 14 days’ foreign 
leave a year, he claims that

“Mr. X” A 
New Type 
Thermometer 


New York, June 17. 

The discovery of a new type 
of cricket that gan be used as 
an insect thermometer and give 
tenperature to a split degree 
was disclosed today. The newly 
discovered cricket does not 
have a nome yet but is known 
as “Mr. X". . 


The feat of “Mr.X" is described 
in the magazine “Natural History” 
by Dr. Cleve Hallonbuck, a met- 
corlogist who .dicd two months 
ugo before he had a chance to 
make further stuciles of his dis- 
covery. : 


Dr. Hallenback. ‘who ‘lived in 
Roswell, New Mexico, said “Mr. 
x” ls more ascurnute for deter 
mining temperature on hot nights 
than other members of his insect 
world, Including the snowy tree 
cricket. 


"X" cricket, according to Dr. 
Hallenbeck's report, apparently 
1g n native of Mexico, .He nad 
never seen the insect but reported 
he had conducted numerous ex- 
periments by listening to the in 
sect’s chirping, “ 


Cricket's, for years, have been 
known as a means to test tem- 
perature, but some are contrary, 
according to Dr, Hallenbeck, For 
instance, he said, the black field 
cricket is o rather exasperating 
thermometer for he does not of- 
ten chirp. 


Dr, Hallenbeck — said: “If the 
reaction to temperature of all our 
common outdoor insects were 
known, the former in tho field 
would be ablo to determine tem- 
perature with a tolerable degree 
of accuracy almos® any hour ‘of 
the day. Insects are not. more 
sensitive to temperature changes 
than warm-blooded animals but, 
unlike the Intter, thelr body 
temperature ‘is practically the 
samo as that of the air around 
them."—United Press, ,

"See this," suld the big mnn in 
the armchair, and he atuck out his 
Jower Hp. Half a dozen white 
morks showed up vividly ogalnst

“lll show you something clse,” 
he sald, and guided my fingers to 
hia nose, “Feel these broken 
boner, I got ‘em at the same 
time.

Joe Beckett, former  Britlsh 
heavyweight chomplon, or “Cham- 
plon of England" as Ne prefers to 
call himnsélf, was showing me his 
rears.

Joc 
Beckett spent his early’days in a 
carayan on a showground, and 
this may explain his restless spirit, 
Yet, like the wnhnderer, he wants 
to return to the place from which 
he ret out—in this case, South- 
ampton, . 

Joe’n cartiest memorice are of 
the showground, where his family 
owned a boxing booth. He recalls 
old Jem Mace standing outside 
the booth in top hat and frock 
coat trying to entice the crowds 
inside, 

When Beckett was old enough 
he went into the booth, “It was 
a tauth school," he says, “but we 
soon learned how to defend our- 
selves, We had to.” 

He hind to learn to cover up 
agninst ail comers—fresh, ener- 
Kelle young men onxious to try 
their strength, and possibly knock 
him out. At the same time he 
would wear his opponents down. 


His Strength Told 


That was the technique he car- 
ried through his carcer. Most of 
his contests  becanic = spoiling 
affairs, unless Joe landed with his 
favourite short Icft hook to tho 
body, which was usually good 
enough to start the timekeeper 
counting. A boxer who knew how 
to jump In quickty and dart back 
out of rench could always puzzle 
Beckett, but Iet him stay long 
enough for a set-to .with those 
powerful arms und he would 
emerge from the clinch a weaker 
and wiser man. 

Of victory after victory Beckett 
spenks the cpitaph: “I was too 
strong for him.” Only once did 
he weaken himself 
through shedding welght in traln- 
Ing—when out-pointed fby Dick 
Smith over 20 rounds for the Bri- 
tish H¢bt-heavy weight champlon- 
ship at the National sporting 
Club in Februnry. 1918, 

Explaining that mistake, Beckett 
sivs he baked down to 1215 stone 
oda, ond was so weak that “I 
could't have out my first into a 
pudding.” : 

Normally hz fought at 13 stone, 
and It was not until years IJater, 
when he went into the return with 
Frank Moran deliberatcly heavicr 
than usual that he found his nu- 
tural welght of 14 stone was his 
best, 

But by then he had only threo 
fights left in him. And by losing 
to Dick Smith he had thrown 
away any prospects he might have 
had of becoming the darling of 
the National Sporting -Club, the 
autoevalie. governing body of the 
sport in those days. 

Prxactly an year ofter the Smith 
defeat, Beckett knocked out Bom~ 
bardier Billy Wells in the fifth 
{round for the heavyweight title. 
Rut the fight was staged under‘a 
1 rival Promotion, at Hplhorn 
Stadium. The NSC refusdd to re- 
,cognise Beckett as champion, and 
Ald not give him the customary 
Lonsdale Belt, fe 
‘ “Altogether, I fought elght times 
tor the English heavyweight cham- 
pionship;” says Beckett. “But only 
ence did I win a belt. Then, in- 
stead of the usunl ceremonial pre- 
sentation, with drinks all round, 
when I colled at the club a unl- 
‘formed official told me: ‘Your 
belt’s over’ there on tho |table, 
wrapped up ready for you,’ 

“That hurt. I told the man I 
didn't want their belt, aqd they

Sensational Defeats 


Though Beckett is rated by 
many as the best British henvy- 
welgnt ‘in memory, be [s chiefly 
Temeinbered for his two sensa~ 
tonal one-round defents at tho 
hands of Georges Carpentier. Tha 
first Insted, 64 seconds; the second 
went only a.quarter of that time, 

At their Mrst mecting, just be- 
fore Chrisiman, 1910, Beckett made 
the mistake of bringing down hia 
orm to ward off n left to, the 
heart. By doing an he uncovered 
his chin, and the Frenchman, 
speedy as a flywetght, leaped in 
with a right to the jow. Tho 
count of 10 was little more than 
a formulity, 

our years pnssed before tho 
big Englintenan had his chance 
of revenge. But he was ngeing 
now, and hod not fully recoverctdt 
from the effects of Kis ’ terriblo 
battering from Moran, and, follow- 
ing that, a gruciling 17 rounds 
with Dick Smith, 

That return fight with Carpen- 
tler took place on a night in 
October 1923. Only five blows 
were struck—all by Carpentter. 

The first was o left to Beckett's 
nose, ,While he blinked from the 
pain, came a right to the check. 
Refore he realised the fight had 
begun he took na “postman's 
Knock"'—a right to the Jaw and a 
left hook on'the eye. Both wero 
off the target, but were cnough to 
rend him down for a count of six. 

The Frenchnsan, eyes blazing, 
Saw his,chance for the Kill. The 
moment Beckett was on his feet 
Charpentier hurled himself across 
the ring, 

A right to the chin, delivered 
with all his strength, connected 
perfectly, and the ring posts shook 
ns Becket? slumped down ngain, 
This time there was no benting 
the count. As the referee reach- 
ed “nine” a towel fluttered uvor 
the ropes from Beckett's corner, 


Boos And Hisses 


That towel was the curtain 
calls for the victim, only boos and 
hisscy, Beckett never ' fought 
again, , 

Tuc storm raged for days. 
When Beckett went home he found 
himself walking alone for the first 
time In years. The idolisers had’ 
vanished. 

Now Beckett, tn a state of self- 
Imposed but irksome Inactivity. 
digs his garden and feeds the 
pigs, but this type of ‘domesticity 
dces not appeal, He js restless 
for something he cannot define,

So Tibet knows that sooner or 
Inter she must make her cholee. 


Culturally she ts nearest Chinn 
—she was a Chinese province for 
hundreds of years till the British 
helped her gain‘her uncertain in- 
dependence in 1913. : 


Economically she fs closest to 
Indta, = Practically the whole of

The Chinese altitude is harder

Chinese Attitude 


It largely depends on the power 
the Chinese Communists have 
over-the peasants in the sur- 
tounding districts. The Dalai 
Lama Is the splritual ruler of o 
large area of Sinklang and Chli- 
nese Turkestan which borders on 
Tibet, . 

It his power -has not been 
broken then nothing will be, done 
except to Induce him to take his 
“advisers” from the Chinese 
areas of his “Spirltual Kingdom” 
when he comes of nge in 195% 
and, through these, hope to: do- 
minate the country gradually, 
But, if the Communists have real- 
ly'a tight hold on the ‘area, then 
there Is q possibillty of border 
raids and even annexation of out~ 
lying districta and. eventually the 
whole country. 

Commanism is coming. nearer 
to the borders of India every day 
and with very success of the 
Communists in China, 

Already “India is fully awake 
to the possibilities of Communist 
infiltration through Nepal and 
Bhutan should the Communists 
overrun the whole of China which 
seems Very Ikely at’ the moment. 
And, with the Ikelihood of hav- 
ing to ‘guarantee the Integrity of 
Tibet, her military and diplomatle 
responsibilities increase daily. 

It is perhaps with these respon-~: 
sibilities in mind, that’ Pandit 


‘Nehru, at a recent Press confer- 


ence on his return from London, 
hotly defended Indla's remaining 
in the Commonwealth 

He stressed thfe fact that India's 
Army, Navy and Air Force are 
based on the Britlsh model and 
that when their strength fs vital 
to Indla in tho present”: state of 
world offalrs it would be the 
helght of foolishness to cut her- 
self off from the soirce of her 
armaments and from the valuable 
milltary advice which Britain Js 
able and milling. to ‘give. .

A surcharge-of 25 per cent on 
ull shipping freight ratgs from 
the United Kingdom and_ the 
Continent to Bombay will ‘be 
imposed on and after June 30, 
it was announced in London 
today.

sels, 


A neven-week freight “war” on 
the Europe-India shipping routes 
began inst March when two 
Netherlands Ines withdrew from 
the agreement governing freight 
rates os they were not satisfied 
with the granting of rights to a 
Danish line. 


The thought that their alloca- 
tion of Indian trade formerly in 
German hands was too small,
